His topic for the evening was 
"Making a Success in Everyday 
Living." 


On February 10, at 8 p.m., the 
noted Australian pianist, Allison 
Nelson, will appear in concert at 
the University of Tennessee Junior 
College aduitorium in Martin. 

Miss Nelson, who has appeared 
with the Philadelphia Symphony 
Orchestra and has been described 
by Eugene Ormandy, its director, 
as a “wonderful concert pianist,” 
is acknowledged to be one of the 
leading concert pianists in Aus¬ 
tralia. The young artist, now on 
tour over the United States, has 
been awarded many honors and 
scholarships in recognition of her 
talented performances, and holds 
every available scholarship for 
piano, harmony and counterpoint 
in the Commonwealth of Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Last summer, Miss Nelson 
played over the NBC network and 
has appeared with many noted per¬ 
sonalities. Her performances have 
been described as "brilliant" and 
"thrilling." Newspaper critics 
along the eastern seaboar<J have 
acclaimed her concerts as "superb" 
and sheer “genius." 

The talented young pianist has 
"perfect pitch,” and at the age of 
thirteen, she was awarded a schol¬ 
arship to the Royal Academy of 
Music in London. Since then, she 
has won high recognition and 
honor in this country, Australia 
and Tasmania. 

In his “good-will tour” of Aus¬ 
tralia several years ago, Eugene 
Ormandy, director of the Phila¬ 
delphia Symphony Orchestra, se¬ 
lected Miss Nelson to accompany 
him as Australia’s most talented 
young pianist. 

It is understood that for her 
concert on Tuesday evening, Miss 
Nelson will play works from Fred¬ 
eric Chopin, Franz Liszt, Ludwig 
van Beethoven and other renowned 
composers. 

Miss Nelson’s appearance in Mar¬ 
tin is sponsored by the University 
of Tennessee Junior College as an 
educational and cultural contribu¬ 
tion to the community, and is con¬ 
sidered a unique opportunity for 
all lovers of fine music. 

All UTJC students and faculty 
will be admitted free.

On February 24, at 1 p.m.. Gar¬ 
net Hazard, the Chalk Talk Artist, 
will be presented in our next li- 
ceum number. 

Garnet Hazard of Toronto, Can¬ 
ada, presents a brilliant chalk 
talk on the work of Old Masters 
and Modern Art. 

Hazard studied in Chicago and 
New York. He was art instructor 
in Regina College, Regina, Sas¬ 
katchewan, before joining the staff 
of the Technical School there, 
where he was director of art edu¬ 
cation for 20 years. 

He has exhibited water color 
paintings in many Canadian cities 
and also in New York. He is an 
etcher of distinction and is a mem¬ 
ber of the Canadian Painter-Etch¬ 
ers Society. 

He has always been interested in 
*3 art education among students as 
well as adults, and is an experi¬ 
enced and capable speaker on the 
work of the Old Masters and Mod¬ 
ern Art. Following a tour of Ca¬ 
nadian schooly where he empha¬ 
sized the beauty and resources of 
that dominion, he has come to the 
United States where he has re¬ 
ceived the same spontaneous ap¬ 
proval. 

Typical of the many comments 
received concerning Hazard’s chalk 
talk is the following: "Scarcely an 
eye loft the drawing board from 
the start to the finish of the lec¬ 
ture as Mr. Hazard gave a dem¬ 
onstration of chalk wizardry ljlber 
before witnessed in the cit^l With 
deftness of finger and application 
of color, he took the eyes of the 
audience to the final destination as 
surely as if by force in producing 
a scene of unparalleled beauty.” 

Hazard has a fine message for 
American youth and with his out¬ 
standing talent will not only enter¬ 
tain but enlighten and Inspire his 
audience in a manner long to be 
remembered.

Opportunities In i , 
National Guard 

Many people fall to read this 
section of the paper, but it is really 
of benefit to everyone. We have 
survived a great war, and we want 
always to be prepared. We do not 
want war, but one can never tell 
what the future holds for the 
world. 

It is truly our National Guard: 
composed of men who have joined 
to provide an adequate reservoir 
of strength. The 105th Engineer 
Combat Battalion is only one part 
of this great reservoir. We can 
be proud of these men who have a 
deep concern for our nation. 

The 105th gives Martin a name 
among the cities and towns who 
are showing interest in the great 
national organization. This unit 
not only provides valuable training 
for the men, but it helps them 
financially, receiving a full day’s 
pay for^only two hours’ actual 
work each week. Each of us is 
faced with financial problems, and 
this is a contribution to help in 
solving that problem. On January 
7, 1948, Company A received its 
payroll for the fall quarter. This 
payroll amounted to $2,500, which 
is an average of approximately 
$30 per man. 

The 105th is very active in its 
work. On January 13, an officer’s 
school was begun. This school, 
conducted by Lt. Col. Jack Coan, 
will train the officers of the bat¬ 
talion to better fill their duties, and 
enable them to receive the latest 
knowledge pertaining to the Na¬ 
tional Guard. These officers will 
receive training in: staff duties and 
responsibilities, supply procedure, 
property books, motor vehicle 
maintenance, command vehicle in¬ 
spection, personal records, and 
leadership. 

Martin has high hopes concern¬ 
ing the armory which it plans *.o 
errect. Lt Colonel Coan has made 
a survey of the site for the armory. 
This will be of much value to Mar¬ 
tin in that it will place it higher on 
the list of National Guard towns. 
The armory Includes shop and stor¬ 
age buildings. 

A summer school is open for 
guardsmen who are interested in 
attending it. These schools are lo¬ 
cated at various army posts 
throughout the United States. Sev¬ 
eral of the men have already made 
application to take advantage of 
this National Guard offer. Each 
school is approximately three 
months long and officer courses in 
mechanics, engineering, radio, re¬ 
pair work, and many other useful 
trades. While attending these 
schools, one will receive regular 
pay according to his rating, be 
furnished quarters and receive ra¬ 
tions. All applications must be
